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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, species IB, claim 1 and 4-10 in the 
reply filed on 4/7/06 is acknowledged. However, the response to the Office's 
Restriction has been duly considered but is held to be without merits and is not 
persuasive because: 

Inventions II invention as claimed, does not require the liquid compound having 
thickness between 25-250 micro meter and have separate utility, mode of operations, 
functions, etc. such as by pressing the liquid compound on the back plate by a top plate 
and curing the compound simultaneously, See MPEP section 806.05(d). Applicant's 
reasons therefore are not persuasive. Applicant is not entitled to examination of 
multiple independent inventions in one application. Moreover, examination of the 
independent inventions herein would present a serious burden to the Office in as much 
as the searches are not coextensive and the art is quite prolific Accordingly, the 
requirement is repeated and made FINAL. Thus, claims 11-15 are withdrawn from 
further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention II, their being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed 
the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 4/7/06. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

In the claims: 

a) Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as 
to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 2-3, directed to the 
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species of IA no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this 
species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic 
claim, (see 37 CFR 1.141). 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including 
all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation 
or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.
